Forty years ago, on a Sunday afternoon, (15th of September, 1945) nine World War II 
discharged Gl’s met at the Slovenian National Home off Recher Ave., to form a local 
Veterans Club of their own. Uppermost on their minds, having personally experienced the 
“horrors” of combat... was a dream of having a “home” of their own! 


Through the ambitious work and enterprising deeds of the nine charter members and the 
periodical entry of newly discharged veterans, the Euclid Vets miracuously achieved that 
“impossible dream” in less than four one/half years ... of securing 16 acres of land and 
constructing a large building for their permanent home! The Clubs greatest financial 
support was secured through the sponsorship of the Annual Euclid Vets Festival with their 
feature attraction of the affair being the celebrated crowning of a ‘“‘Miss Euclid Vet”. 


Due to the tremendous success of the “Vets” Festivals in 1947, 1948, & 1949, the officers 
of the Euclid Veterans Club were able to secure property at a Sheriffs Sale, and then 


mortgaging themselves in excess of $50,000 to construct a substantial building on East 
260th St., today called the Spanish Manor.

Six of us: Rudy Perko, Hank Sinkovich, Ed Stoch, Joe Sustarsic, Tony Sustarsic and Ed Wess... . all 
disabled (Purple Heart) combat veterans . . . were discharged several months before most of the GI’s 
started returning to their Euclid and Eastside Cleveland homes. 


It was a happy time in our lives for many reasons: First, we were grateful that the War was coming to a 
climax ... and that we had survived . . . and we were still in one piece. The war was forever behind us. 
Secondly, we had time to heal the physical and mental scars... and to try to get our lives back in order 
again. We took time out. . . tuning into the civilian world. None of us worked for a few months... each of 


us was on a disability pension and we were all members of the “52/50 Club” . . . collecting Ohio 
unemployment benefits. 


We spent our time wisely. We slept late... had lunch... then played Pinochle, golf or shot pool. We 
would meet at Recher Hall every day to plan our busy schedules. We did something every afternoon... 
then drank beer ... went home for supper to clean up...andthen went out... “onthe town” just about 
every night. We visited every bar and dancehall in the Cleveland area in those months. Everywhere we 
went people were just wonderful to us. They were all so happy the war was ending, grateful to the guys 


who had served, and prosperity was evident. We had good company ... and were offered many free 
drinks. 


But then all good things usually come to an end. We were pretty well re-habilitated and needed some 


purpose in life again. A couple of guys actually went to work. Many other guys were starting to get back 
home... we would have 4 to 6 tables of Pinochle now. 


The six of us started the “EUCLID Disabled Veterans’ Club”. As the 


sponsored a dance at Recher Hall... which was a phenominal success! The overwhelming response was 
amazing. Local merchants purchased ads in our posters, the Hall and music were obtained at little cost. . 
_ mothers, wives and girlfriends cooked and served the food. Every politician and person who wanted to 
be seen was there. It was a gala affair. It was the largest crowd | had ever seen at the Slovenian Hall... and 
| lived right next door for many years. People were starved . .. for a return to the “old days”. 


The next important step was prompted by Mrs. Gorse, mother of club member Ed Gorse and owner of 
the popular “Gorse’s Tavern (next to R/R tracks on E. 207th St.). She threw an open house party forall 
local returning servicemen. Again, it was a huge turnout! This event clearly demonstrated the need fora 
local service club. We decided to drop the “Disabled” part and open the membership to all servicemen. 
We elected officers ... drew up acharter anda constitution and applied for State certification as asocial 
and goodwill service club. Since then, and with the grace of God . . . and many fine leaders and 


enthusiastic, hardworking members, the Euclid Veterans’ Club has grown in size and stature and today .. 
is a proud, Nighly-respected service club in this area.

A SAGA OF INDOMITABLE SPIRIT

“VE” Day was just 30 days away, when nine WWII veterans were sent hometo Euclid from 
the European Front, having experienced “R & R” time convalescing in Overseas Hospitals. 
Despite their physical (Battle) handicaps, to six of the nine Gl’s, there remained a “fighting 
spirit”... a comraderie to form a social club so as to secure a concrete foundation of 
“Independence & Pride” .. . thus permitting them to accomplish the many civilian chal- 
lenges through organization that could not be achieved individually. In 1949, they had their 
“Day of Glory” when the Euclid Veterans Club dedicated on Armistice Day, Nov. 11th, (now 

— Veterans Day) their “New Home”, a $65,000 structure off East 260th Street, and “Euclid 
Vets” Drive. 


Membership in the early 50’s swelled to over 650. Originally, the membership was open 
only to honorable discharged (disabled) servicemen. The organization now accepts all 
Veterans in good standing on a basis of “no politics, no pressure, and no lobbying”! 


“We wanted aservice club for disabled veterans only” said Tony Sustarsic, one of the nine 
founders. He lost a leg as a Tank Commander in General Patton’s Third Army, but you’d 
never know it to look at him. 


Ed Stoch, whose feet were frozen at the “Battle of the Bulge”; Joseph Susiarsic, brother of 
Tony, who came home with a shattered right wrist; Rudy “Gus” Perko, with two shattered 
hips; Hank Sinkovic, with a shattered leg; Don Boyd, Tony Mlack, Frank Kosten, Jr., and Ed 
Wess... all were in on the founding. Once home and on the road to rehabilitation, they met 
at Recher Hall. “What the City of Euclid needed”, they unanimously agreed, “was a ‘strictly 
local’ veterans organization”. 


They wanted, above all, to lead a normal social life. 


“We decided” said Tony Sustarsic, “on a club with no national ties, no politics and no 
pressure programs ...a(Gl) group with nothing but veterans comradeship in common”. 


Although our No. 1 goal (priority) was to secure land and consiruct a “home of ourown”, 
extensive community needs were met head-on by the Euclid Vets. Repatriation in 1947- 
1948 of our “buddies” (casualties) from overseas, found the Vets undertaking over 100 War 
fatalities and giving them their “final rites” with full military funeral provided to each family 
requesting same. During the late ’40’s the Euclid Vets Honor Guard and Rifle Squad along 
with 80% of the membership participated in “O.D.” uniforms of the Army, Navy, Air Force 
and Marines — in “Repatriations”, Memorial & Veterans observations in Euclid. 


Also many special worthy causes, such as “Blue Baby” Fund with Vets providing thou- 
sands of dollars for heart operations at John Hopkins Hospital, “Howard Payne” Fund for 
the rebuilding of a local blind man’s “Broom” factory, “Polio” fund raisers, Euclid Glenville 
Hospital Building Fund, and many, many more worthy benevolent programs ... were 
undertaken under the sponsorship of the Euclid Vets in the late ’40’s.

Minotas. When Charlie Starrett, resigned, regretfully, Joe 
Kapler took over as Chairman until the completion and dedi- 


cation of the Euclid Veterans Club Bulding, on Nov. 11th, 
1950. 


And now ... The Story Begins ... | 


After three years of fund-raising festivals, dances, raffles, 
4 etc., the Euclid Vetrans Club accumulated almost $14,000, 
Our 1st choice for our ‘New Home” was Ludwigs Tavern & 


Barn. Due to inadequate zoning of this land for our use, it was 
necessary to request legislation by City Council for rezon- 
ing. On a Monday evening, Euclid City Council Chambers 
was overflowing with Vets Club members and by unanimous 
vote - Council approved our request. We later learned of 
other complications and miracuously . .. the Vets elected to 
forego the Ludwig purchase. 


Three large land parcels were also available — Lake Shore 
(Sims Park), Braeburn property (Stecker Olds) and E. 260th 
along the railroad tracks. This property “way out along R/R 
tracks” proved to be a God send. Special thanks to Ed Eckart, 
Ass't. Finance Director at City Hall, learned thru the grape- 
vine at E. 260th property up for Sheriffs Sale due to delin- 
quent Taxes. President Ed Eckart and his staff of officers, 
decided to purchase 16 acres of undeveloped land (lacking 
utilities, sewers, drainage, etc.), at a sheriff’s sale, at E. 260th 
St. & Nickel Plate R.R. tracks, in the City of Euclid. Luckily, 
this land was on the “right side” of the tracks, as it proved 
later on... time and time again. 


The “Dream” Continues 


This was one of the most exciting and exhilarating 
moments in the short history of the “Vets” ...avision anda 
dream of building our own Home! From the very beginning, 
the Building Committee met weekly at the Slovenian Home, 
on Recher Ave., our “adopted” home, in fall of 1949. The 
Building Committee members spent many hours visiting 
other Veteran's Buildings, in Cuyahoga and Lake Counties, 
looking for ideas, costs and best uses for the building. 


And only two months later, on Sunday, Nov. 20th, 1949, 
ground was broken by Mayor Kenneth J. Sims and Pres. Ed 
Eckart, Club’s 1st Pres. Ed Stoch, turned over the first shovel 
of dirt. From then on, all the Veteran Club Members “dug in” 
and never stopped! This, indeed, was a day to remember!

As in all building projects, cash-flow was very important 
and the Building Committee originated the idea of building 
“Bonds for Members”. The bonds, or certificates, were 
issued in $10.00 denominations, non-interest bearing. This 
simple and workable plan was actually a loan from members 
only, instead of lOU’s the Club initially issued. The certifi- 
cates were redeemed at face value as the Club became more 
solvent. Joe Zele, Hal Demshar and Joe Kapler were instru- 
mental in securing a permit to sell to our members up to 
$25,000 of club certificates and they also initiated negotia- 
tions with Central National Bank and S.D.Z. for a building 


loan.

So, with renewed hope and spirit, and positive leadership, 
our New Home was started ...and it was a Good Feeling! The 
first phase of the building project was a concrete block 
structure, with building front faced in cream-colored brick. 
The foundation was 81’ x 53’, one-story, with specifications 
for a second-story, if needed for future expansion. However, 
we stayed on the ground level instead of going up, and saved 
on both heating and cooling costs. 


A basement was excavated for the heating and cooling 
system and a large hot-water tank. The ceiling was acousti- 
cal tile and terrazzo tile floor throughout. The Meeting 
and/or Social Hall was about 40’ x 60’. Additional space fora 
working kitchen, restrooms, office space and storage area 
were also included. Also planned were windows all-around, 
but this was not feasible, because of projected high heating 
and cooling costs. 


The New Home was rather stark and bare-looking at first. 
In fact, some “nay-smith” suggest hanging hoops at each 
end of the hall for basketball, but the real guys and gals got 
busy and painted and decorated the interior and soon the 
building took a “New Home” look. 


Detour Ahead... 


As construction continued, the Building Committee was 
suddenly told “that there was a severe energy crisis” and all 
non-essential buildings were not eligible for installation of 
utilities. This, of course, was a sever blow and of grave 
concern, but again, Hal Demshar, came through and 
obtained a permit to allow the installation of utilities for a 
“Special Building Project for Veterans”. 


In November of 1950, our own “New Home” was com- 
pleted and plans were made for the “Dedication” and a new 
3-man Board of Directors accepted the responsibility for the 
“day-to-day” operations... Joe Kapler, Frank Klaus and Bill 
Tomko. 


Certainly of Interest... 


Here are some of the excerpts from an article released by 
President Ed Eckart in the Euclid Vets “Scuttlebutt”: 


“The Dedication of our New Home” 


“On Armistice Day, Nov. 11th, 1950, at 3:00 p.m., the Euclid 
Vets will dedicate its ‘New Home’ and flag pole to the 
honored dead of World War II. The name of the Euclid Vets 
Club has been and always will be recognized as an organiza- 
tion which is a credit to ‘Our Community’ and mighty proud 
in the part they had in serving their country. We will be 
forever in the eyes of the public, reminding them that the war 
has united men from all walks of life into a strong bulwark for 
peace. Dedication of our ‘New Home’ will be a living symbol 
to all those present, now and in the future, That we, the 
Euclid Veterans Club, shall not forget the real heroes of 
World War II. So, attend the Dedication of our new building 
on Armistice Day and honor the memory of our fallen 
comrades.” 


“Our guest speaker will be Brig. Gen. Robert W. Chamber- 
lin, of the 83rd Infantry Division, together with Kenneth J. 
Sims, Mayor of Euclid. 


Today, of course, we are not Strictly only members of 
World War II, many of our new and younger members, served 
in the Vietnam and Korean conflicts. We hope that in years to 
come, these younger members will carry on the good name 
and tradition of our fine Euclid Veterans Club. 


The Story Goes On... 


“The Impossible Dream” came true. but we were almost 
broke. Now the reality set in. The Vets Social Hall was occa- 
sionally rented out for much needed income and often, the 
use of the new facility was made available to other focal 
organizations, rent-free 
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One of the first was St. Felicitas Catholic Church, who for 
many months, celebrated Sunday Mass in our new Veterans 
Hall, while their own church was being built on Richmond 
Road. Perhaps, that’s why God was so good to us, and was 
on our side. 


The second, the Jewish War Veterans, held their monthly 
meetings at our club until other arrangements could be 
made. All told 75 or more organizations were accomodated 
in our New Home, mostly nonprofit, local organizations, 
either rent-free or for a small minimal cost. 


We also had growing pains and needed more storage 
space. Fortunately, we had five members of our Club 
employed by the Austin Co., Lou Noda, Bill Nicholson, Al 
Pertekel, Ed Zivkovic and Frank Takacs. When a small struc- 
tural steel job was cancelled, Lou Noda persuaded the Austin 
Co. to donate the steel for our expansion needs. 


Just imagine, the “Strong Five Members”, using a com- 
pany lift-truck, loading the steel on a flat-bed truck provided 
by Lou Tarantino, hauling the steel to the Club grounds, and 
literally constructing off the truck, with nothing but “arm 
muscle” and strong backs. Using a borrowed acetylene torch 
and a gas-driven arc welder, the “Strong Five” completed 
and erected to specifications, the steel skeleton structure, 
affectionately known as “The Noda’s Annex”. And this was 
done in one Saturday of '52. 


Unfortunately, “Noda’s Annex” was never completed, or 
even closed in. It stood there, stark and naked for two years, a 
reminder of our many ambitions. It was finally dismantled 
and the steel sold for scrap. “Noda’s Annex” died a timely 


death. 
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However, history can’t wait. On Feb. 10th, 1954, Bill Tomko 
signed an agreement with Demshar Builders, to build an 
“Exclusive Club” expansion for $17,298, designed for our 
own Veterans’ needs. Construction started in March, 1954, 
adding not only a storage room to the existing building, but 
also enlarging the kitchen and providing a smaller meeting 
hall and Club offices. 


Demshar Builders erected the block shell, roof, walls and 
concrete walls. The shell was serviceable, but not attractive. 
Members, volunteers and many guys and gals donated their 
time and energy into a“L” shaped room, complete with a bar. 
So, the “Noda’s Annex” became the “Flamingo” Room... 


and that’s a “L” of a good ending! 


Perhaps the climax of “The Impossible Dream” was the 
formal “Open House” Gala on Saturday, March 26th, 1955. 
The public was invited and for only $5.00 a couple. Johnny 
Pecon’s Band, featuring Lou Trebar, started the Gala festivi- 
ties at 9:00 p.m., with Pierre Honegger (Caterer) and his able 
and capable staff serving an attractive buffet “Midnite 
Snack”. Then a Special Dedication Program for our New 
Home, featured all those who helped to make “The Impossi- 
ble Dream” come true. Behind every Euclid Veteran, there 
was a good woman ...and the Ladies Auxiliary were deeply 
involved. They created a “home-like” look, were responsible 
for general house-cleaning, polishing, providing the drapes, 
chair covers, party and restaurant table linens. They even 
“chipped in” for the new tile floors and the many attractive 
accessories were a significant addition from our generous 
“gals”. Truly, the New Flamingo Room, is our Ladies Dream! 


Time Marches On... 


And with it, added responsibilities. For too many years, the 
Vet’s Club lost money on various unprofitable business man- 
agement operations. With only part-time volunteer help and 
without a full-time supervisor, the Board of Directors real- 
ized that the Club needed both a full-time manager and a 
food caterer. And even then.’ we didn’t succeed and 
continued to lose money. Were it not for the annual Euclid 
Vets Festivals - we would have never succeeded. To attract 
other local business clientele, the Euclid Veterans Club sign 
(on the front of bldg.) was removed. This helped, but it was 
not the answer to our financial problems. 


Ten years ago, the Veterans Club leased the social facili- 
ties to the present Manager/Caterer. For business reasons, 
the building was renamed “The Spanish Manor” and we are 
both happy with the very successful arrangement. 


Now, at long last, we are pleased with the financial com- 
mittment. We are good for each other, for we still own the 
entire property and the Supervision and Catering isin good 
hands. Substantial additions, alterations and improvements 
have been made, and today, the present structure is almost 
twice the size of the original building. 

The Euclid Veterans Club has its own private club room, 
kitchen, bar, and offices. This last addition was made for the 
exclusive use for members only ... and reni-free. Of course, 
it cost money, almost $200,000, plus $90,000 for interior 
remodeling for the entire building. We made it and we are 


proud:!

Club, but much effort and time was being exerted to find a “Home of Our Own”. Braeburn 
Administration Building and Ludwig’s Barn were some possibilities being looked into. 


The new Constitution of the Club was approved and ratified as read. 


The November meeting for nomination of officers produced a large slate of nominees. 


During this year, membership almost doubled and the first Vets Festival took place which 
was a tremendous success.

Our Story... 


In the beginning, the needs were GREAT .. . and the 
double cadence of the music charged the “Vets” tocarryon. 
.. post haste. 


To foster the “social spirit”, the first plans for a Euclid Vets 
dance was Set for Jan. 26th, 1946. The dates are important, 
for the “Stalwart Six” and by now, a few more were ready “for 
the charge”! Now the treasury was $178.00, and Pres. Ed 
Stoch declared... “Wecan afford it... at 30¢ ashot, and 10¢ 
for beer, pop or wine”. By the next meeting, Jan. 20th, 1946.. 
. there was $340.00 on hand. 


First Dance 


The first dance was a tremendous success. . . over 
$1102.50 profit! The Committee decided to “foster a more 
social spirit” with a party called a “Celebration Party” set for 
May 11th, 1946. Johnny Pecon’s Band was hired to play for 
the Vets. Without question, the first “Appreciation Party” was 
the “Key” to the future successes of all “Vets” Festivals. An 
espri de corps prevailed . . . and it became a ten year love 
affair between the Slovenians, Italians, Hungarians, Poles, 
lrish, a Macedonian, Lithuanians, and Croations too! 


NOW, With Money in the Bank! 


It was decided to share .. . and the first $15.00 donations 
was to the American Red Cross on March 3rd, 1946. And the 
first “Vets in Need” donation was to a disabled war veteran... 
Ronald Blewett was given $100.00. Other small donations 
continued, some to needy families and a helping hand to the 
Slovene Home — New Bldg. Fund. After all, charity does 
begin “at Home”! 


24 Club Members 


On May 11th, 1946. twenty-four club members with their 
wives and girl friends... all working together managed their 
2nd Club Dance. 


And once again, to “foster the social spirit” following the 
Dance a Picnic at Kraincic’s Farm took place for the faithful 
24 and their families. 


A Street Dance, the first of many “Avenues for Fun” wel- 
coming neighbors and friends. really cemented relations... 
particularly at future Festivals to come. This truly became the 
“Bond” of success for the Euclid Vets Club. But, hold on. Fun 
is fun, but we have a job to do! We need a home of our own! 
And the very first mention of a “Carnival” fund raiser, was on 
Feb. 17th. 1947. 
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CARNIVAL SPIRIT” Moves On... 


On March 2nd, 1947, a three man Committee was formed 
and they were to meet Mayor Ken Sims on the proposed 
three day Carnival. 


Ed Eckart, Tony Zore and Ed Sustarsic, Pres., scheduled a 
meeting with the Mayor. Following the City Hall meeting, 
they reported that Mayor Sims was very much in favor of the 
August affair, but he emphasized that the Vets call it a “Festi- 
val”. “And no CASH prizes, please” . . . just to uphold the 
Euclid Vets excellent reputation, you understand!” 


Our Euclid Vets first Festival Committee ... the three 
‘“Must-a-cares” Ed Sustarsic, Ed Eckart and Don Boyd per- 
formed admirably . . . they were the best! 


FESTIVAL PRIZES... 


Now, forthe real things... 1st Prize, a 1947 Kaiser Automo- 
bile, Refrigerator, and a Radio. .. but NO Cash Prizes! And 
there were Committees . . . Finance, Purchasing, Prizes, 
Entertainment, and, of course, Security and Maintenance. 
And even a one-man Committee, to attend the American 
Legion Post 343 meeting to ask for their cooperation and 
help in borrowing their tents for the Festival. The Spirit of the 
Festival was now in full swing. Every Friday evening was 
designated for special “Festival” programming. 


~ DAY OF RECKONING 


On May 5th, 1947... during a meeting . .. a motion was 
made and passed that every Club member must sell at least | 
three (3) books of Raffle Tickets . . . $1.00 each ticket In a 
book of seven, or $5.00 per book . .. to remain a member of 
the Club. There were no ifs, ands, or buts .. . either do your 
part or you are discharged from the Club. And just for the 
record at that same meeting . . . “Two guest speakers from 
the American Legion attended seeking cooperation in the 
coming Memorial Day Parade. 


Time to PAUSE... 


Memorial Day Parade plans were made and 115 Euclid 
Vets volunteered to march using their Military uniforms. That 
evening, Al Strukel’s Band played for the “Troops”... admis- 
sion $3.00 for marchers, and $5.00 for non-marchers. 


Added Festival Promotion 


A new promotion idea for the Festival. ..a “Beauty Queen 
Contest”! This enticement was accepted with open arms. A 
“Miss Euclid Vet” contest... yes, yes, yes, ... it was unanim- 
ous and Charlie Starrett was appointed to be the Beauty 
Queen contest chairman. And as for the Festival Raffle Book 
edict, very few members declined, for them it was an honor 
and a privilege to support and serve the Euclid Veterans 
Club. The rules for the Beauty Queen Contest were simple... 


Must be 18 years of age, a Euclid Resident, and a 
photo... with “Qualifications” ...and the judges 
to be, Gov. Frank J. Lausche. Billy Tilden and 
Coach Paul Brown. 
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“Miss Euclid Vet” contestents at Euclid Beach 


On Monday, June 16th, 1947 twenty-five Beauty Queen 
Candidates traveled to Euclid Beach and were individually 
introduced on stage of the Log Cabin. This promotion and 
publicity improved our Raffle Ticket sales by over $1800.00. 
At the next regular meeting “Rain Insurance” was discussed. 
The Vets were taking no chances! A policy for $10,000 was 
purchased from Lloyds of London for a premium of $139.00. 
The Vets came in on a “Wing and a Prayer” with the “Battle 
Cry”... NO RAIN! NO RAIN! NO RAIN! 


_ The Kaiser Auto was purchased for $2000.00 and the loca- 
tion of the Festival — “Slovene Home Grounds” (Recher 
Hall). A “Canteen Nite” was scheduled every week to Festival 
time, to foster the “Troops” and bolster the Comaraderie. 


Final Countdown ... for Vets 1st Festival

Blue Baby Benefit 

A “Blue Baby” Benefit Dance to be held on Friday, March 
19th, 1948, for 5-year-old Kay Kingsland. A fund of $1000.00 
was needed to send her to John Hopkins Hospital in Balti- 
more, Md. for a heart operation ...and just think, this is only a 
month away! Now hear this, the Bowling Banquet of Mar. 
21st, 1948, will be for the benefit of the “Blue Baby Fund”. 


The three “MUST-A-CARES” for the Blue Baby Benefits 
were Joe Zele, Frank Kosich and Stan Minotas. 


“I still get the Blues”... was the theme for all of 1948 and 
the year was designated as a “Blue Baby Memorial Fund” 
since Kay Kingsland died soon after her heart operation. The 
Fund of $1800.00 greatly helped the Kingsland family in their 
time of need and grief ... and was appreciated by the family 
who received condolences from all over the U.S.A.! 


Blue Skirt Waltz 

But on with the Festival . .. and the “Blue Skirt Waltz” was 
now the main theme. Somehow, the Blues turned to Rosey 
Reds and the plans for the Second Festival got under way 
with “Full Speed Ahead”! It is almost unbelievable the Euclid 
Vets esprit d’ corps that took hold... all of them! They all 


went back to WORK! 


The Second Festival 

Friday, Saturday and Sunday, July 30th, 31st and Aug. 1st, 
1948. But now, 40 years later, it is so easy to say again, “It was 
a Great Success”. But if you weren't there, you did not know 
of the 16-hour days, the numerous weekends spent, and the 
all night vigils some members were called to “night watch”! It 
was the best and finest example in all of the Greater Cleve- 
land community of togetherness... this community spirit put 
Euclid in the national spotlight. 

Just read for yourself the names of real, live persons who 
all helped in this, the “Second Affair”... Frankie Yankovic, 
Johnny Vadnal, Al Strukel, Gov. Frank J. Lausche, Mayor 
Ken Sims... there was the “Miss Euclid Vet” of 1948, Louise 
Recher, the “Body Beautiful”, and the three Beauty Queen 
Judges, Milt Widder, Marie Daerr and Howard Preston. Sta- 
tion WEWS televised, live, this memorable event. This was 
Euclid history in the making. Our 1948 “Miss Euclid” Louise 
Recher was pictured on the front cover of P.D. Sunday Maga- 
zine... in full color! 


The meeting of Aug. 16th, 1948, only stated that “from 
Treasurer Bill Tomko’s Report, a net profit of more that 
$10,000 in cash and a little more than $2500.00 realized in 
Euclid Veterans Club “stock”... but the minutes did not 
mention that “Miss Euclid” was also acontestant inthe “Miss 
Ohio” of 1948, and from there on, maybe, to Miss America. 
We did have a “Heavenly Body” right here in Euclid. . . 


The Meeting on Oct. 18th, 1948 is very significant... that 
“to make sure that the Festivals are successful. all members 
who refused to work or help in any way, were either fined or 
voted out. On that day , 15 men were fined and 38 members 
voted OUT! 
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Vets Lounge Bar Gathering - 


The Third Festival .. . July 29, 30 and 31st, 1949 


There was no stopping now! The Euclid Veterans Club and 
the Festivals were a National Affair in 1949! ... and seta 
standard for the Comradeship, Hope, Faith and Charity. 
Plans now being made almost a year in advance. No more 
last minute stuff, the minutes of June 21st, 1949, stated that 
“there will be a Festival Meeting every Monday until the date 
of the Festival”. 


Vets Pause ... To Help the Needy 


But, first, the “Howard Payne Fund” was started. The 
“Blind Broom Maker of Euclid” lost all his equipment in a fire, 
on Dec. 6th, 1948. And again, the Euclid Vets camethrough.. 
. on Jan 19th, 1949, a check for $960.00 was presented to 
Howard and that started him in business in Euclid again. 


Then, there was a second “Blue Baby” . ..a2-year-old girl, 
Linda Vortinger, from Maple Hts., a check for $750.00 was 
presented to the family and this time, the operation was 
successful .. . and Linda is fine! On March 7th, 1949, the 
Ludwig’s Barn plans were discussed and later the entie deal 


was dropped. 
Lou Tarantino Festival Chairman 


A 5-man Festival Committee was appointed, with Lou 
Tarantino, Chairman. The date was set for July 29th, 30, and 
31... another 3-day affair. This time, the Club voted that 50% 
of all profits were for the “New Home Bldg. Fund”... Meeting 
on May 16th, 1949... the 1st Prize, a 1949 Pontiac Sedan, 
with a “Beauty Queen” Contest. A dance for the “Blue Baby” 
Fund, was on May 7th, with music by the Lou Trebar Polkat- 
eers. It is interesting to note how many Bands, Orchestras, 
Trios and Vocalists played or sang at the Festivals. This 
started them on to much bigger and better things... but they 
always Came back “home” to play for the Euclid Vets. 


“Rain, Rain, Go Away”... and it did. Beautiful weather for 
the 3-day Festival. The Beauty Queens looked mighty High 
Class in their new evening gowns .. . and the Judges Ed 
Bang, Jack Warfel and George Condon agreed. The winner - 
Miss Lillian Modic, 21, 1525 E. 254th St., Euclid, Ohio. 


“This Land is now Our Land” 


... That was the special greeting that President Ed Eckart 
announced at the Aug. 15th, 1949 meeting! The Euclid Vete- 
rans Club acquired 16 acres of land on E. 260th St....and the 
“Impossible Dream” was half-realized. A dance for the New 
Home was planned for Nov. 27th, 1949, with Johnny Vadnal 
music and the “Inspection Walk” arranged by Hal Demshar 
for Sunday, Sept. 25th, 1949. Funny, how terse the minutes 
sounded at the next meeting: A Hobo Camp was found there 
next to R/R tracks and the solid clay (top-soil) looked likea 
swamp. Despite this, 16 acres of prime land, for $12,750.00 
sounded too good to be true. 


All Festival Funds Earmarked for “New Home” 


Meetings continued... Oct. 17th, 1949. Bill Tomko madea 
motion “that $13,000.00 from the Club coffers be set aside 
specially for the Building Fund”. Andy Paul seconded the 
motion and passed . . . without one No! And Hal Demshar 
submitted the building plans and accepted. If you were there, 
“the meetings were very quiet and a hushed silence felt”. . . 
like when you wake up and the dream is true! Nov. 27th, 1949 
meeting: a Raffle and a Sports Banquet plans discussed and 
Christmas baskets for the needy families in Euclid to be 
distributed. A Harsh Reality . . . 28 more members were 
dismissed from the Club for “Shirking their duties”. Maybe it 
wasn't legal. but it sure worked .. . from now on, ALL 
members worked! 


The “Ground-Breaking” Ceremonies will be on Monday, 
Nov. 21st, 1949... the Secretary reported that “the average 
attendance of all the regular meetings were 68 members’ .. .

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Fourth Festival & Third Blue Baby 


Meeting of Jan. 16th, 1950... “The fourth Festival will be 
held on the last weekend in July”... The third “Blue Baby” 
was little Tommy Dalton, a very happy 6-yr.-old boy, who 


lived on Morris Ave. in Euclid . .. and thanks to the Euclid 
Vets, the operation was successful. 
All funds were now designated for the “New Home”...a 


dance scheduled for April 29th, 1950... with Johnny Pecon 
and one more, on May 20th, all profits for the Building ... 


Meeting of March 6th, 1950. . . a contract approved for 
$53,567.00 to Demshar Builders for the Vets Building, on

Special Note 


The meeting on March 20th was “scarry”... Mike “Moe” 
Scarry, of the Cleveland Browns was the Guest Speaker and 
90 members plus 45 new members were there to set a new 
record for attendance. ..can you imagine, 135 men there at 
Recher Hall, wall to wall! The Fire Marshal was there, just in 
case. 


126 New Members 


Special Meeting: Apr. 3rd, 1950... was Not an aftermath of 
All Fools Day, but a celebration! Cash on hand $15,903.00 
and 126 NEW Members were accepted... Euclid’s Joint 
Veterans Memorial Day Parade with ALL Veterans and Civic 
Organizations of Euclid invited! Hal Demshar made this 
motion and it was passed unanimously! This was the First 
Memorial Day Parade when ALL veterans from Euclid had a 


voice! 


“Vets” Monument 


Pres. Ed Eckart, Stan Minotas & Frank Kosich met with 
Mayor Ken Sims seeking funds collected in Euclid during 
World War Il. 


Although special interest groups were after these funds... 
our request for a City of Euclid “Vets” Memorial prevailed. 


Frank Kosich was commissioned to go to Vermont for a 
special “Tablet” of marble. 


Note: Monument was dedicated in ‘53 — thirty years later 
— names of 93 Euclid men lost in battle were inscribed as 
result of special effort of Euclid’s Joint Veterans Council. 


Regular meeting on May 1st, 1950... The Festival Program 
was announced and this year, a Packard 8 Sedan would be 
the 1st Prize. ..and 2nd, a Vacation for Two and 3rd, 1 16” TV 
set. The Festival Raffle tickets would be printed and donated 
by the Euclid Race Dairy . .. now, the merchants of Euclid 
really got into the Spirit of the Festival! Donations, prizes, 
gifts announced were on a 2-page ad in the Euclid Journal. 


Sale of Land 

On May 15th, 1950, a motion was made and passed to “sell

in Conclusion ...- 


The “double cadence” as in life itself, has slowed the 
tempo of the “Vets” to a half step, and... some of the 
excitement and fun has faded. “Our dream has been real- 
ized” and so the “need” is not as Great! For a time, it seemed 
that “Our Tenth” Festival would be called off! As of now, our 
main event will be the Euclid Veterans Annual Anniversary

Chris Alusheff was the Entertainment Chairman; John Zgonc, Ground Improvements; 
Bill Tomko was Editor of the Club newspaper. 

The Club investigated the purchase of rifles for the firing squad. Ed Cwik volunteered as 
Chairman of the Festival. 

In conjunction with the Festival, the Club raffled off a 1955 Buick, a trip for two to 
Bermuda, and a 16mm home movie outfit. 


The Club decided to lease land for $1.00 per year to the Euclid Boys League for a baseball 
diamond. The site was where the Palisades Bowling Alley now stands. 


Saxon Acres was booked for September 18th, for the Club’s annual picnic. Bill Kozar 
chaired the duty roster committee; Fred Nevar, the telephone committee. 


Campensa was in charge of the parade as it was our year to lead: Hal Demshar was the Parade

Al Blatecky managed the Vets first Blooper Ball team. 


The Festival Kickoff Party took place on Saturday, June 25th. The Ladies Auxiliary donated furniture 


for what was then known as the Flamingo Room. 

The President was working on the 10th Anniversary Party. 

Bill Nicholson and Ray Campensa worked on the 10th Anniversary booklet. Ed Meyers reported that 29 
Christmas baskets were passed out to needy families. 


President Takacs was authorized to present a Lifetime Membership to a worthy member for outstand- 
ing service for the past ten years. This was the beginning of this prestigious award. The award was made 


to member Edward J. Eckart. 


That year, the Club faced a very serious situation — not only were we in a financial bind, but the 
members seemed to be losing interest in the organization. An official-looking Mail-O-Gram was mailed 
to ail members, indicating the Executive Board was seriously considering selling the property and the 
building. This, of course, was a sales gimmick to sell the Club back to the members. Did it work? Yes! It 
brought 125 angry members storming into the meeting. This was better than 50% of the membership at 
that time. The meeting took place on February 28th. At the beginning there was a question as to whether 
or not Pres. Takacs would make it as president through the night. But after each officer explained the 
problems to those present, they realized that a drastic situation call for drastic measures. By the end of 
the evening, they were even smiling. They agreed that dues would be paid by the deadline, and 
delinquent members would be out. Everybody would pitch in for all Club affairs by working and selling 
their share of tickets. A work roster was set up for all Club functions. Failure to cooperate would be cause 
for dismissal. All agreed it was a great meeting, and had reunited the Club. Did it save the Club? We'll 


never know, will we? 


And, finally, the club sponsored a banquet at the TRW cafeteria for 250 students involved in athletics at 
Euclid Senior High School. For a cost of $500.00, we picked up the tab for all the kids’ meals. Included 
were the baseball team, track team, football team, basketball teams, band and cheerleaders. Total 
attendance was 800 people, including parents, etc. The President congratulated the students on their

A new central filing system was put into operation. 


CEI was planning to erect towers from Lloyd Road in Euclid, west to E. 140th Street in Cleveland. Plans were to 
erect one such tower on our property calling for an easement on 1.4275 acres of our land along the railroad tracks. 
Leo Amirault clarified the meaning of “eminent domain”. CEI offered $3,000 for the easement and we finally settled 
for $5,000, which was applied to our mortgage. 


Proceeds from a Sports Dance on Saturday, May 12th, were earmarked for the Vets “Blooper” team. 


Charlie “Chas” Rapinz was voted into the Club. 
As of March 19th, there were still 197 Bonds of Indebtedness outstanding. 
Joe Wilson reported on the upcoming Festival. 


The graduating class of Euclid High School was granted the use of our hall from 2:30 a.m. to 5:30 a.m. to continue their festivities 
after the Prom. The lounge bar and Club each donated $50 to this affair. 


The Roadmasters Auto Club was also allowed the use of our parking lot as a starting point for their annual “Drag Run” on 
Sunday, April 29th. We also donated 3 trophies for the event. 


Our Welfare Committee held a car wash for the Nephrosis Fund. The profit was $67.50. 


Our caterer, Pierre Honneggar, approached the Club with plans for an outdoor Pavilion. The body gave the Committee a vote of 
confidence to go ahead with the plans for the project, however, bids came in too high so the proposal was dropped until spring. 


The Welfare Committee netted a profit of $450 on its Hobo Dance. 
The first prize in our Festival raffle was a trip for two to Miami, Florida. 


Bill Tomko was working on a boxing program to be held on our grounds. After all details were worked out, the date was set for 
June 28th. The Sports Committee sold the beer and pop at the affair, and came away with a profit of $100. 


Carl Schultz, Bob Somrak, George Muko and Rudy Spehar were admitted as our newest members. 
A new agreement was reached with lounge bar manager Stan Minotas. 


28 concessions were signed up for the Festival at a rental fee of $700. All profits made from the sales tax program were applied to 
the mortgage. 


Upon the death of Al Blatecky, our first deceased member, his wife, Laura, took over this project for the Club. In appreciation, 
when Laura’s home needed painting, 17 members turned out to do the job. Rudy Spehar donated the food for the painters, and Stan 
Minotas the liquid refreshment. The Ladies Auxiliary donated the paint. 


An after the Festival bash was planned for those who had worked so hard to make the affair a success. 


A day at Euclid Beach was planned for the kids, with adults sharing the rides with their children. Joe Luzar was booked for the 
adult festivities. The two affairs cost the club $1,100. 


John Zgonc was appointed to work with the Auxiliary in planning a playground for the kids. 
The Kids Christmas Party was booked for Sunday, December 23rd, at the Lake Theater. 


Sam Palumbo of the Cleveland Browns spoke at the dinner meeting on December 15th. Chef Mike Tucci, Sr. prepared the 
spaghetti dinner. 


Frank Bolek and Joe Zaman were the last two applicants admitted into the Club for the year.

The Club decided in favor of having a festival in 1958. 


$25 was donated to the Heart Fund. 

The Euclid Little League, now the Euclid Boys League, was granted permission to 
construct a baseball field north of our building, now the site of the Palisades Bowling Alleys. 
The field is now located east of our building. Since that time, it has been leased to them for 
$1.00 per year, with the Club continuing to pay taxes on the land. This continues to be part 
of our civic contributions. 

For the first time, a death benefit for members was discussed. It was pointed out, however, 
that the cost would be prohibitive at this time. It was decided to delay the matter until a 
future date when the Club would be in a beiter financial position. 


The Welfare Committee netted $258 profit on its dance held March 15th. 


Stan Minotas resigned as bar manager on June 30th. The Trustees began the process of 
selecting a new manager or caterer. A temporary bar committee was appointed until a 
permanent decision was made. The three apointees were: Joe Kapler, Bill Nicholson and Ed 
Cwik. The three operated the bar during July and August. 

Bids were received from applicants interested in running our business, as managers or 
caterers. Pierre Honneggar (caterer) was selected by the Trustees, but had to be approved 
by the body. 

$25 was donated to Green Cross of Euclid. 

The process of determining whether an applicant became a member or not was changed 
drastically, although the black ball system remained in effect. Previously, three blackballs 
could deny membership. Under the new Constitutional Amendment, a majority of black- 
balls would have to be cast to deny membership. This process was more favorable to new 
applicants. 

Stan Minotas was voted a “Lifetime Membership”, approved by the Executive Board in 
December, and by the Body on January 5, 1959.

The Club blood bank was headed by Chuck Utterback; 43 members showed interest. There were 37 requests for 
blood the past year. 


Ray Spagnola, John Bradac and John Janezic headed the member’s bar. 
Ray Campensa was appointed to the Permanent Memorial Day Committee. 


Johnny Pecon was booked for the Anniversary Party. Cost was $5.00 per couple, including two cocktails per 
person, and prime rib of beef dinner. 


Ed Eckart and Ernie Mramor volunteered as a Records Committee. They promised to bring all records up to date. 
They came out with the first roster in book form. They mailed a new roster, Constitution and By-Laws to the 
members. 


Leo Amirault was working on a tax exemption status for the Euclid Vets Association. 
The Club's first Citizens Award was presented to Euclid Municipal Judge William Burns. 


A big hand was extended to Fred Nevar for the terrific picnic he put on for the members and their families on 
Sunday, Sept. 9th, on our grounds. About 200 members, wives and children attended. 450 hot dogs were 
consumed, 32 gallons of beer, and cases and cases of pop. 


Member Frank Krashoc passed away in October. 
Ed Eckart was named Parade Marshall and also appointed to the Board of Directors. 
The Lake Theatre was booked for the Kid's Christmas Party. 


The Vets and the Euclid Boys League joined forces to raffle off a 1962 station wagon. The cost of the wagon was split between the 
two organizations, with each keeping its own profits. 


The Chairman of the Vets Committee was Chuck Wajahn, assisted by Hank Bokal, Bob Skebe and Bill Nicholson. When sales 
lagged, the committee proposed a Club jacket as a bonus for those members selling 10 or more books of tickets. It worked and 
sales picked up immediately. The result was a gross sale of $4,014 and a net profit of $2,765. 40 members sold 10 or more books of 
tickets and earned a Club jacket. The winner of the car was picked at a “Batters Up Ball” sponsored by the Boys League and the 
Vets Club. 


That year the Club had an offer to sell approximately 5 acres of land running parallel with the railroad tracks north of our 
building. We had already realized $7,500 from this property by granting an easement to CEI. 


Through the years we suffered many financial reverses. Most of the problems came from trying to run our own business without 
fulltime supervision. One of those years was 1962. 


Later, we reached a point of some financial stability by leasing out the building to business managers and caterers, and we hada 
steady income. But in 1962 we again needed money to carry us for a few more years. 


The offer for the 5 acres was $85,000, and was finally approved by the body. With a down payment of $24,600 and the remainder to 
be paid off in 3 years at 6% interest, it was later agreed to extend the payments over 6 years instead of the original 3 years. Out of the 
first payment, $5,000 was paid on the mortgage to SDZ. We also earned $12,673.50 interest on the $85,000 selling price. 


However, the sale createda major problem with the Euclid Boys League, as the property we had leased to them in 1955 for $1.00 a 
year was located on the proprty being sold. They had put a good deal of money and hard work into creating a fine baseball diamond 
for the kids, and they were quite upset. 


As President, | along with club attorney, Leo Amirault, sat down with the officers of the Boys League and its Auxiliary. We assured 
them we would move the field (to its present location) put it in the same condition at no cost to them. The grandstand, backstop and 
concession stand were all moved and installed. The field was graded, seeded and covered with straw. Mr. Charles Basa, purchaser 
of the property, graciously split the approximate cost of $2,000 to relocate the field. For this, he was awarded a plaque at the 
“Batters Up Ball’. We kept our word, there was no cost to the Boys League, and we are proud to say, they never missed a game.

Fred Nevar, Bob Skebe and 
John Cerbin were appointed as Directors to operate the business on a temporary basis, 
reporting to the Trustees. $7,500 was allocated to start up the business, | 

Frank Lane, Past State Commander of the Jewish War Vets, and the Commander of the Local Post, 
Paul Berman, presented citations to Ed Oznovich and Ray Campensa for their efforts in helping their 
Post in the past. 


Frank Kosich donated the equipment to pick up the huge boulder in front of the flagpole (about 3,000 
ips.), load it on a truck and haul it to his place of business, Carst Memorial. There he prepared the huge 


boulder and mounted our marble nameplate on it. Then it was brought back and placed in position in 
front of the flagpole. Frank did all this with no cost to the Club. 

$3,381 was taken in by the Club on the joint Raffle with the Euclid Boys League. 

Dues were raised from $7.00 to $9.00, with $2.00 going to the Welfare Committee. 


The Past Presidents reported to the Executive Board on April 28th. They made various recommenda- 
tions and suggestions, the main one being to establish a 3-man Board of Directors to Operate the 


business until they could hire a fulltime manager. 
Chief Frank Payne of the Euclid Police Dept. was honored as the Vets Outstanding Citizen of the Year. 
A motion to sell our building and one acre of land was passed by the Trustees by a vote of 5 to 3. 


No quorum being present at the Trustees August 13th meeting. Pres. Somrak donated $75 from the

At the October, 1951 meeting, we decided to become an 
Auxiliary to the Euclid Vets Club (with the support of most of 
the members of the Euclid Vets Club), and to apply fora 
charter. Anniversary date of November 15th, 1951 was 
agreed upon, and all those in attendance prior to that date 
were Charter members. 52 wives were charter members. 


Dues of $6 per year were agreed upon at the November 
meeting. Nomination of officers also took place in 
November, with election to be held in December prior to the 
Christmas Party. 


Jean Campensa was elected as our first President; Helen 
Tomko, Vice President; Jo Demshar, Treasurer; Edith Zele, 
Secretary; Mary Noda, Sgt.-At-Arms. Molly Abrami, Ann 
Frankovich, Dorothy Kepler and Fran Reinhardt were our 
first Trustees.

The Euclid Veterans Auxiliary had its beginning when a 
small group of wives met as a social group in May, 1951, at 
the home of Jo Demshar. At our third meeting in July, 44 
wives were present. 


Jean Campensa was acting Chairman; Jo Demshar, 
Treasurer and Ethel Himpelman was Secretary. It was 
agreed that this would be a Social and Welfare Club, and we 
would offer our help to the Festival Committee of the Euclid 
Veterans Club. Stan Minotas, Chairman of the 5th annual 
festival, asked us for volunteers to work at the festival. 


By September, 1951, ideas for the Auxiliary were taking 
shape. We decided on our first money-making projects, 
which were a Bake Sale, and selling Christmas cards. An 
Entertainment Committee was formed, we agreed on having 46

We also had a request from the Euclid Vets Club for help 
with their Christmas Party for the children. 


1952 was a busy and rewarding year for the Auxiliary under 
the leadership of Jean Campensa: A letter was sent to the 
Euclid Vets Club in February asking for acceptance as an 
Auxiliary. We were really working on our Constitution. We 
agreed on Club hats of navy blue with gold trim with a smaller 
version of the Euclid Vets emblem. 


On March 24, 1952, a special meeting was held between 
officers of the Euclid Vets Club and officers of the Auxiliary. 
President Ed Eckart welcomed us Officially into the Club; our 
hats were approved, and we were invited to participate inthe 
Memorial Day Parade. 


It was also definitely agreed that the first Thursday of every 
month would be our meeting date. 


The Euclid Vets Club led the Memorial Day Parade in 1952, 
and the Auxiliary led the other auxiliaries. 23 members 
marched in the parade, with Fran Reinhardt as Chairman. 


We took over the souvenir booth at the Festival. We also 
made aprons for the girls to wear to work at the Festival 
Nightclub. A bowling league was started in September, anda 
Barn Dance was held in October. 


The Auxiliary’s first anniversary party date was set for 
November 15th, with tickets at $1.50 per couple. Mary Noda 
was the Chairman, and a swiss steak dinner was served. 


Molly Abrami was elected President for 1953; Helen 
Tomko, Vice President; Marge Cigoy, Secretary; Eileen 
Manzi, Treasurer; Mary Noda, Sgt.-at-Arms. 1953 was a very 
productive year with a challenging schedule of money- 
making events such as the May Dinner Dance, Festival 
booth, Card Party in September, and Barn Dance in October. 
There were programs planned for every meeting. It was 
decided that we have a Club newsletter, with Marge Cigoy in 
charge. $225 was appropriated for Auxiliary flags which were 
ordered. We also appropriated funds to purchase material 
and sew tablecloths for the dining room at the Vets Club. 
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In September, 1953, the Auxiliary flags were dedicated, 
with the assistance of Pres. William Tomko of the Euclid Vets 
Club. Frank Stopar passed away in September, leaving Mary 
and two small sons totally devastated. The Constitution and 
By-laws were finally completed and approved by October, 
1953. 


Helen Tomko was elected President for 1954; Evelyn 
Reinhardt, Vice President; Cora Takacs, Secretary; Mary 
Stopar, Treasurer; Eileen Manzi, Sgt.-at-Arms. At this point 
in time, patterns were pretty well set as to projects and 
programs for the Auxiliary. We did decide on uniforms, 
which we were to have in time for the Memorial Day Parade. 
We ordered navy blue Eisenhower style jackets and navy 
skirts to be worn with white blouses and red ties. 


Bill Tomko was serving his second term as President of the 
Euclid Vets Club, so we had our first husband and wife as 
leaders of both Clubs. 


$300 was donated to the Euclid Vets Club for ceiling tile in 
the Flamingo Room (the first addition to the Club). 


Helen Tomko was elected to serve a second term for 1955; 
Evelyn Reinhardt was Vice President; Cora Takacs, 
Recording Secy.; Dorothy Repar, Corres. Secy.; Treasurer 
was Mary Stopar; Nola Cowles, Sgt.-at-Arms. 


Mary Mavec Opportunity School became our civic project 
in February, 1955. Cora Takacs was appointed by Pres. 
Helen Tomko to attend their Board meetings as our 
representative. We donated $200 from Card Party proceeds 
to the school. $292 was donated towards new drapes for the 
main hall of the Vets Club.

Laura Blatecky’s 
husband, Al, passed away in April, 1956. 


A happy event was the wedding of Mary Stopar and Fred 
Krauss of the Euclid Vets Club, a widower, in June. We lost 
our first Auxiliary member, Gladys Wilson, in August, 1956. 


Members voted to return to open election for officers for 
1957. Helen Tomko was elected fora third term; Mary Zgonc, 
Vice President; Mary Krauss, Rec. Secy.; Edna Mae Smith, 
Corres.

The business operation was reviewed before a decision was made to appoint new Directors, ifany. The Directors 
serving in 1967 wished to be replaced. 


The Johnny Pecon band played at the 22nd Anniversary Party on Saturday, January 27th. 
Member Rudy Pesec passed away in February. 
Steve Antolin was appointed Club Chaplain. 


Chairman Lou Svetlic and his Ways & Means Committee reported a profit of $118.62 on their St. Patrick's Day 
Dance. 


This proposal was a $14,000 lease per year for a portion of our property for apartment construction. 


The Zaremba Builders proposal first initiated in 1967 for a$3 million high rise apartment project on our property 
was opened for discussion again in the month of March. The Trustees gave their approval for Mr. Zaremba to 
investigate possible financing for said project. Propper financing was unattainable at the time, so this proposal became a dead 
issue. However, Mr. Zaremba came in with another offer. 


Finally, on Saturday, July 13th, at 8:00 a.m., a meeting was held by members of the Executive Board and Trustees with Club 
Attorney Paul Hribar at his law office. His partners, Conway and Knuth, were also present. Purpose: to come to some firm decision 
on the various proposals submitted by Zaremba Builders. 


The attorneys advised that this proposal was too much ofa gamble. Once the property was leased, for all intents and purposes, it 
would be forever. There was no inflation factor built into the $14,000 offer. Also, in the event of foreclosure of the apartments, the 
Club was not big enough or strong enough to take over a floundering development and make mortgage payments, etc. 


There was also the matter of the State constructing an underpass on E. 260th St., cutting off all exits and entrances onto E. 260th 
St. from our property. A roadway off Tungsten Road was to be built by the State (Euclid Vets Drive) to enter our property, and 
others to the north of our building. This would increase our property value. 


It was finally agreed we would act as follows: We would not lease any property prior to the final offer by the State for the portion of 
our property they were taking for the underpass, but would consider an offer by Frank Berzin (Palisades Bowl) to use a portion of 
our parking lot at $5,000 per year for two years. 


As President, | brought all the above information to the Trustees on November 11th and stated we would be better off dealing with 
someone with cash, rather than land speculators. 


No official action was taken, so all proposals died a natural death. 
The Club led the Memorial Day Parade and Frank A. Takacs was selected as Parade Marshall. 


Due to the efforts of Treas. Rudy Ivancic, who was always a stickler for detail, the Club realized a windfall of almost $1,000 in tax 
refunds. No one realized this money was available, but because of Rudy’s relentless efforts, the money became a godsend. 


The lease on the ball field was not renewed by the Euclid Boys League; however, they were allowed the use of the field until the 
Club decided what to do with the property. 


Ed Glicker was appointed Chairman of the Duty Roster Committee. A card was mailed out to all members requesting their 
preference of what detail they wished to serve on. 


The Club became involved with a promotion of Pick n Pay and cash register tapes. John Bradac chaired this project. Other 
groups were also involved, with proceeds going to Mary Mavec Opportunity School. We had many people saving the tapes and 
turned them in to the school, which turned them back to Pick n Pay for a percentage of the monetary value. Andy Paul was our 
biggest collector, bringing in a whole shopping bag of tapes from his fellow employees at Standard Oil. The school realized over 
$600 from this project. 


Rudy lvancic stated the Club might be in financial difficulties by the end of the year. 
Preliminary drawings for the E. 260th St. underpass were approved by Euclid City Council. 
As of January ist, the Club had 221 members. 


Since 1967. the Club had been dickering for a settlement with the manager of our business. He finaily settled his account for 
$3.750 


Members Ed Skapin and Ray Russ signed to act as co managers of the business. John Cerbin was appointed to act as a liaison 
between the managers and committee heads. 


1968 could be termed a blue collar year, with a great deal of work accomplished during the 12 months.

From this same account, $400 was contributed to the Mary Mavec Opportunity School, 
and $100 to our Ladies Auxiliary. 


$200 went to Mayor Giunta’s Thanksgiving and Christmas baskets to the poor. We also 
made our annual $100 donation to the Euclid YMCA Century Club. 


As has been the practice for many years, the members at the annual Christmas Party took 
up a collection of $1,116 for Mary Mavec Opportunity School. This amount, matched by the 
Club, brought the total donation to the school to $2,232. 


$50 was donated to the Boy Scouts of America. 
$5,000 was set aside in the budget for charitable contributions. 


The Club jacket program was re-initiated. The Club’s share of the cost was not to exceed 
$2,295. The program ran from January 1984 to March 31, 1985, a period of 15 months. 


300 new rosters were printed at a cost of $300. 
A quarter page ad for $100 was taken in the 65th Anniversary book of Recher Hall. 


Once again, the Club made its annual donations for Thanksgiving and Christmas 
baskets: $200 to the Northeast Kiwanis Club, and $500 to the City of Euclid. $2,000 was 
advanced to Chairman Al Belevice for the Kids Christmas Party.
